IRST it was the Italians with their 
r “Open City” and “To Live in Peace.” 


Now it is the Germans, with their first film 
“The Murderers are Amongst .

Britlsh films took on thelr new au- 
thority, grew to their new stature, 
fn the bad days of the war. . 

American films sank to their most 
stagnant level In the triumphant 
days of war boom. 

is one to argue that a country 
makes Its best films at the ebb- 
tlde of the national fortunes and 
physical resources? And conversely? 

Cettalnly this first German’ post- 
war film, made amid the rulns of 
Berlin, is the most powerful, artistic 
nnd emotional drama brought to the 
sereen by any country in. recent 


eurs. . 

* Inevitably it is a drama founded 
in disillusion. A doctor (Ernst 
Fischer), guilt-haunted and despair- 
ing, sees no point in saving indivi- 
dual lives. He drinks his nights 
gavay In one of the grotesque cabarets 
which tinkle away obscenely in the 
dead heart of the city. 

Ponderous Force 

He is ultimately rescucd by a girl 
(Hildegard Knet) who comes back 
from a concentration camp seeking 
only “to live, to work, to help.” 

If you are wondering suspiclously

Next to the top chicken ts one 
which pecks all tho rest except the 
despot.

The boss bird 


HO shall boss whom In decided 

almost from the first moment 

two chickens meet. Sometimes 

- there fs a short scuffle, and one bird

Hen-pecked 


RIGHT colours help in this bluf- 
fing business. The cock birds of 
those poultry breeds where the 
males ore much gaudier than the 
females seem to’ find It casier to 
avold being hen-pecked. 


And cock birds sometimes are 
hen-pecked. A male bird in a flock 
of hens Is usually the boss, but care- 
ful observation of some flocks shows 
the cockerel to be near the bottom 
.of the pecking, ordér. 


To discover the peck order, obser- 
votion has to be careful and pro- 
tonged, The chickens must be 
marked with different coloured rings 
on thelr legs so that there can be

HIOUGH a chicken stands a good 
chance of getting a nasty prod 
in the eye by making up to a fowl 
above it in the soclal scale, it prefers 
to risk this rather than mix with 
inferior birds. ; 
Chickens high in the pecking or- 
der definitely have more social con- 
tacts than lower-class birds. 


When two cockerels from a mixed 

flock were put in separate - wire 
cares, hens almost invariably sidled 
up to the bird with the higher 
socin| position, But other cockerels 
put in the run usually tried to make 
friends with the under-bird, 
_If a chicken society lender falls 
sick, or in some other way loses 
caste, it may be unseated.. Then it 
suffers the usual fate of tyrants. 
The other birds shun it soclally, and 
may pecle it to death,

For myself, I am lucky;. I have 
only three children, that is to say 
I shall have to toll on only for 
about nnother fifteen’ years before 
the last of them is ready to scratch 
a living for himself.

EVERAL months ago, I 
S described my impressions 

of the world’s largest 
newspaper '- office—nbout .. the 
handling of news: inside that 
office. But now I want to tell

I think ‘garnering’ is the 
right word, because news is like 
wheat; it is harvested by one 


set of workers and then—if I 


may pursue the simile—it is

other set. .And news-gathering 
has this also in common with 
wheat: you often find that you 
reap where you have not sown 
—and that ‘is, generally the 
news which hits the headlines! 


In Fleet Street, I have been. 
going «about with the news- 
efimeramen,. whose job is even 
more fascinating than the re- 
porter’s, for the public relies 
on them for the unusual, the 
new ‘angle,’ the picture of an 
event which reaches the front 
page, not only in Ficet Street 
but throughout the world. . It 
is not only a question of how 
quickly these men can press the 
eamera button, but how soon 
they can be on the spot, and 
achieve that ambition of every 
newspaperman—the ‘scoop.’ 


During my stay with them, I 
have been out to see many 
things—from a kidnapped baby 
to a surrealist art-school; from 
a film --star’s wedding _ to 
Becher’s Brook aot. the Grand 
National; from a dog which 
wears a mink coat, and has its 
nails manicured, tu secing Mr

Churchill return from Morocco; 
from a sunken ship in the river 
Tees to Princess Elizabeth and 
Prince Philip’ at Buckingham 
Palace. 


TY have had some exciting 
moments. a8 well. I have even 
hung’ out of an open ‘window 
in a ‘plane ns it swooped over 
a Russian’ grain ship off the 
Nore. - But even this pales be- 
side the adventures of the men 
with whom I travelled. 


One of them, Stanley Devan 
(who, incidentally, covered tho 
royal ‘tour in Rhodesia and 
South Africa), was the | first 
cameraman to fly round the 
world, and he is one of the 


picture history by photograph- 
ing the relief, by a helicopter, 
of Wolf Rock lighthouse, off. 
Land's End. : 


Thrilling ‘Trip. 


MY most thrilling trip was 
when I went out in a lifeboat 
to the Goodwin Sands to a 
wreck. Perhaps you know that 
none but the lifeboat crew gu 
out, and observers ‘and. press- 
men are not allowed on rescue 
occasions. However, it was 
arranged: that a cameraman 
and I should be treated to a 
special launch, and go out with 
the Denl lifebont to most of the 
wrecks on the Goodwins, par- 
ticularly the Italinn vessel 
Silvia Onorato, which had gone 
aground a week previously. 


Before I tell you of the 
launch, I must introduce the 
cox, Fred Upton—a fisherman, 
with greying hair, ina bluc 
reefer jacket and a peaked cap, 
and with one of the most 
humorous smiles I have known. 


Fred Upton's own bravery 
and skill are all but a legend in 
Deal, and the crew are all the 
same type—brave, having little 
to say of their rescues, cheer- 
ful and friendly. - 


. The actual launching of the 
lifeboat is a thrill; there is no 
slipway-at Deal, only. greased 
- railway sleepers, loose in the 
sand. I was standing on deck 
when the pin was knocked out 
of a heavy ‘chain holding the 
stern, and we shot down the 
sleepers like an express train 
and Into the water ‘with a 
tremendous splash. : 
Miles out at sea, on the 
fatal Goodwins themsclves, my 


impression was not so much 
of the sea, but of a junk-yard, 
for there are masts, super- 
structures, wreckage, and frag- 
ments of ships everywhere. 
There was only a slight sea 
running, but. the lifeboat bob- 
‘bed like a cork. Presently we 
were along the Silvia Onorato. 


It was amazing to see the 
steel plates twisted like card- 
board. I serambled aboard, but 
I did not stay Jong, since the 
picture of a wercked ship, after 
the sea had broken over it for 
a week, was not very pleasant. 
They told me that Fred and 
his men had atood by the Silvia 
for twenty hours, in gigantic 
seas, before they were able to 
rescue the crew. J 


Very Cold |

left the Silvia, and away to the 
north-east two schooners were 
among the ships going down — the 
Channel. Thinking of my history, 
I remembered that it was just here 
that Blake defeated Admiral Van 
Tromp, and tied a broom to his mast

I was 
Ustening, that evening, over a glass

PLAY PEN 


Every child during this Perlod 
should have a play pen In which to 
spend a considerable portion of his 
waking hours—for his safety and the 
mother’s convenience.

This is not 
always practical, even if the mother 

home constantly. And tho
